After my first, visit to the- ffeland, 
during which I saw the possibilities for 
the investment of capital that would 
yield enormous 'profits, I returned to 
New York and had no difficulty in organ- 
izing a company in two days. We expect 
in the course of the next 18 mouths to 
complete the projected railway from San • 
Ltris to Santa Clara, thus connecting 
Santiago and Havana by rail. 


"Our idea is to be liberal in the matter 


of local rates, because in this way we can 
the mow rapidly develop the icsources in 
the interior of the province. It "u> our in- 
tention to encourage the immigration of 
Spanish and other white laborers, and we 
will give land along the railway to such 
immigrant'!, expecting in this way to pro- 
mote the development of the interior. 


"We have no intention whatever of dis- 


regarding the Foraker law, but aie v, ill- 
ing to take our chances a*, to future leg- 
Iblation, whatever form of government is 
established in Cuba. Our company is 
now operating without a franchise, but 
we are onlj building a lailroad on our 
own lauds, which would be within the 
right of any owner." 


Civil Governor Cafetillo, in welcoming 


Sir William Van Home, said: 


'You will find that Cuban land owners 


are willing to meet the company more 
ban half way, and I predict a rapid de- 
velopment of the province and success for 
.he company."

ARC LIGHT AND EYESIGHT. 


Gray and Blue Kyoa Are Most Sngceptlblo 


to Injnrions Effect. 


One effect of the advent of. the X-ray 


has been to direct closer attention to tho 
influence of the electric light on tho eye- 
sight. It has recently been stated thofc 
sailors suffer much in their eyesight from 
the brilliant electric .lights used on ship- 
board. Gray nnd bluq eyes ore tho most 
subject to injury, not being heavily 
charged with pigments. The mer» who 
work the searchlights already wear dark 
blue glasses, but it is found that these 
only mitigate the intensity otf tho light 
and do not absorb; the fiourco of the trou- 
ble, the ultra violet rays. Thoso rays, 
however, can be intercepted, by goRglos or 
screens of uranium or yellow glass, and 
with these, it is understood, the sailors of 
tho. French navy are soon to: be provided, 


Another interesting case bearing on this 


subject is reported from a British warship. 
It seems that;two,-stokers. OH .the ship, 
having a little sparb time, became en- 
grossed in tho operation of on electric 
drill which was burning out holes in:a 
hardened 'steel plate. Both men declared 
•thoy: only watched tho arc.for about threb 
minutes, and at the time felt no ill effects, 
excepi that all objects appeared to bo of a 
deep gold color. At night, however, both 
men wore aroused by Intense pain and 
partial blindness for the time being, but 
both recovered quickly after treatment. 
The electric drill, acts by fusing . a hole 
through tho steel, and tho intensity of the 
light is greatly increased by the rays of 
light thrown off by tho rii'olten metal. Tho 
fact, too, that tho \vork is carried on chief- 
ly in the daylight is apt to deceive tho 
casual onlookor.as to tho degree . of bril- 
liancy of ^ the light; and it is not until the 
after effects begin to assort themsclvus 
that he is aware of anything out-of tho 
common. Dark glasses .arc now used by 
nil tho men on tho electric drilling shifts. 
A singular feature "of this affection is that 
}t is analogous .to snow or .desert blind- 
ness, and as in them, -the pernicious 
effects of tho electric light are .probably 
due to the ultra violet lays of .the spec- 
trum.—Pittsbnrg F'spatch.

doubtful utfllty. In south Gonnany, how- 
over, writes a Ix>ridoh; Chronioie corre- 
spondent, tho institution has been devel- 
oped on ^ory practical lines. Before ad- 
mission the girls are supposed:to have 
bebn thoroughly well /educated. . They 
must know tho rudiments of arithmetic, 
must have a fair acquaintance with Eng- 
lish nnd German .grammar, and uiust.be 
abio to write and spoak their own lan- 
guage properly. They come to tho school 
mainly to learn housekeeping/ 
" 


The schools generally number from 10 


to 20 boarders, each-.of whom has. a sepa- 
rate bedroom. Every morning after break- 
fast the girl has to make- her own bed and 
dust .the room., Qnoe:or: twice; a, month 
she is obliged to alter the i»sitipn,of..the 
furniture so that sho may know how to 
arrange things.- Every week she is> called 
upon to take, her-dresses from? the . cup* 
bo-'irds whore they hang and pack tbe.ni;in 
a box witiii everything else she may re- 
quire 'for a- long visit. • This done, the 
mistress inspects it and poln'is out the 
many, ways in which she may save space.. 


In a school in Bnden I visited only 16 


pupils aro admitted, and two housemaids 
and ono cook .aro kept. At tho commence- 
ment of the term the girls.are infonned.by 
the mistress that four of them are required 
every week to take absolute charge of tho 
house.. They have to- rise curly in tbo 
morning and-see to the preparation ol 
breakfast. 
When this is finished, they 


make their beds and tidy-their rooms, and 
afterward go around the:house to see that 
the.servants have done their work. . Then 
they ore told by the mistress what thp 
midday dinner will consist, of, and this 
they have to prepare,.thbugh the cook wil 
supervise what thoy do in the kitchen, 
giving hints and proyenting waste. 


One of tho four girls will have to sit at 


tho hcad'of the table and .serve the soup, 
carve the,-poultry or joint and help the 
sweets. This . meal over, those on duty 
htivb after a short'rest to arrange after- 
noon tea, which .they, lay iri jtho drawing 
room and.at which they have to wait upon 
their companions and any visitors who 
may happen to call. In tho evening' there 
Is frequently some music or light ;rccrea- 
plon,v\vhera tho four, girls hayo -to act as 
hostesses. They finish up tlielr dny's work 
by arranging supper, but aro not allowed 
to rutiro for-thc night until thoy have left 
the kitchen in perfect order aud-bayo seen 
that tho doors and windows all over tho 
houso arc properly secured. 
. Tho: value of such a • training as • this 
cannot I ? overestimated. .The .girjs leavo 
school quite competent to undertake the 
management of a houso. They are gooil 
cooks and are able to turn thoir hand to 
anything without being dependent on tho 
servants. ,

* The other girls who have not been BO 
actively engaged in tho houso aro taught 
sewing and the making and repairing of 
their own garments. In tho morning they 
have their studies and iri tho afternoon 
generally go for walks. The mistress of 
tho school J.visitpd Is well connected and 
has, many visitors. In. tho winter even 
Ings dunces arc arranged, and those are 
entirely managed by tho1'.girls on. dlity. 
They see to the preparation of the rooms, 
engage the. musicians, draw up tho pro- 
grammes, etc. This lady told iije that 3i 
of. her girls had met their husbands at 
these .dances. 


"Wo mistresses," sho added, "aro sale 


in Otermany .to bo tho proprietors of mar 
riago schools. Don't laugh. -It is true, 
and the term is not quite inappropriate.'

Cournet hud brought from Paris an im- 
portant packet for Barthelomy, but learn- 
ing his Character simply sent it to his ad- 
dress and declined to have any intercourse 
with him. On several occasions afterward 
ho publicly showed his contempt for him. 
This led to a pistol duel, in which Cournet, 
a notorious duellist, was killed. Barthel- 
etny and tho seconds were tried for tho 
felony and sentenced to two montha'"im- 
prSsonment. Convicted two years later of 
an atrocious double murder near Fitzroy 
square, Bartholemy ended an infamous 
career on tho scaffold. 


Muny duels have been fought by Eng- 


lishmen on the continent during the last 
50 years. A youthful English attache 
killed in the old kingdom of Naples an 
Italian marquis who pushed away his arm 
from the balcony railing, where it rested 
bcbido a famous Neapolitan beauty. Tho 
hoir to an earldom exchanged shots with 
tin Austrian prince. Tho colonel of a high- 
land regiment fought a duel with an Ital- 
ian mnrquis at Florence because he had 
the misfortune to overturn a chair in tho 
Jurk. A young Scottish engineer wound- 
ed in a saber duel a famous Parisian duel- 
ist, and was himself wounded. A young 
Englishman who fought a duel in Paris 
under the empire with a young French 
\ifccount, nn expert fencer, was himself 
Angclo's best pupil and had much tho 
bes-t of the encounter. 


The Sootfc, took a practical view of duel- 


ing. 
Under the 8tuarts a licen&o was 


ni'ceswiry to fiyht a duel. To kill a man 
\\ itliout one w:-.s murder. Not .only did 
thry thus reduce the number of their turbu- 
lent hiibjeots, but they made them a source 
of re\cmio. Tho system worked BO well 
that, in order that the IJKC might not bo 
drfrauded, iu ItilHi itwas^nmdo a capital 
offenbo e\in to engage in a duel without a 
licuit.e obtained It did not help tho mat- 
ter it neither jartywab wounded. Tho 
niOhC gas age duel i'%er fought in Scotland 
or elhc\v hei e \\ as the one between Sir Kuan 
Lochicl und un Knglish colonel, Pellew, 
when, after linbtiii}< till their bwords flow 
out o£ their huuilh, they locked in a close 
embrace, and Lovhiel, tho weaker of tho 
two, 
falling underneath, tore several 


ounces of flesh out of tho other's throat 
with his teeth, Keeping them there like a 
wild beast, and declaring until his dying 
day that "ho never tatted a sweeter mor- 
sel." 


Tho lust duel fought in Scotland was 


the one between Captain btewart and Sir 
Alexander Kosv. ell, hon of the famous bl- 
ogr.iphtr. It v as fought on the seashore 
near Klrkcalcly iu 1830. Bos\\ ell was killed 
at tho llrst. lire. 


In the Given Mo dueling flourished 50 


years) tigo us much as it did iu Franco. 
When a Trinity college student asked tho 
piw Oht w hat bcokh ho had better bring to 
college, tho hitter said: "Nevermind tho 
books. Bung a. cuse of pistols." 
The 


students were in tho habit of settling those 
little affairs either just before or just after 
morning prayers. All tho distinguished 
Irishmen a hundred yours ago were duel- 
ists: Curran, Grattun, Sheridun, Barring- 
ton, 
Fit/.gibbon, Flood and O'Connell 


were often -'out," and in our day The 
O'Gorman Mahon had SJ3 aflairb to his 
credit. The bar led tho list. Lord chan- 
cellors and nin&ters of tho rolls fought like 
cornets of horse 
Lord Xorbury fought 


"Fighting Fitzgerald" and two others, 
besides "frightening" "Nappor Tandy," 
IH tho Irish historians tell us. Oalway 
was great with tho pistol, Tipperary with 
the sword. Two English "fines lames," 
Major Park and Captain Creed, went to 
Ireland to find foemen worthy of their 
steel, and found them in Mr. Matthew 
and Mr. Macnaniara, who fought with 
them in a prh ate room at an inn, wound- 
ed them nearly unto death, nursed them 
back into health and were rewarded v\ith 
their friendship. 


Colonel Barrington and Mr. Gilbert, 


two middle aged married men, had a des- 
perate duel in 17 SO because they did not 
wish to leave an unsettled quarrel as a 
legacy for their children. They fought on 
horseback with sword, pistol and skeen, 
or Irish bowie kniic. First tho pistols 
wore fired, Harrington receiving some of 
tho charge in his face, but ho rushed on 
Gilbert, killed his horse with his broad- 
sword, dismounted and, putting his skeen 
to tho other's throat, called upon him to 
"ask for his life, on pain of death." Gil- 
bert agreed to shake hands and be friends, 
but without condition or apology. Bar- 
rington consented. Fighting Fit/gerald, 
a well known character, a cousin of tho 
Ewl of Desmond, an Eton boy, an Oxford 
graduate and an olficer in tho Sixty-ninth 
foot, fought 18 duels and was thought 
by many to be mad. Ho hired n gang of 
ruffians, wnylaid and killed n man on tho 
king's highway and was hanged at Cnstle- 
bar. Among others, ho encountered Mar- 
tin of Oalway, the Rev. Richard Bate nnd 
Captain Ilnrvcy Aston, afterward killett 
nt Madras in ft duel with Colonel Allen.— 
Cornhill Magazine. 


Arnold'* Idle In the flowery 


Kingdom. 
, 


Sir Edwin Arnold, who legalized hla 


uqion with a fascinating Japanese widow 
by an English marriage service in London, 
was always cosmopolitan in bis ideas. 
Rttroly no Englishman born and bred has 
ever succeeded in merging his own- indi- 
viduality into that of other people's as tbo 
author of "The Light of Asia" and "-The 
Light of the World" has done. , \Vhon ho 
was in India in his young days, his work 
showed his intense sympathy with ,the 
Buddhists, and in the preface to "Tho 
Light of Asia" he urote, "This book was 
written by one who loved India and tho 
Indian people." 


For tu-oscoro of years he was English 


to tho core of his heart in tho editorials ho 
wrote for tho London Telegraph, and in 
1890 
he cr.mo to America, seemed quito 


able to understand us, as few of his coun- 
trymen could do, and then ho went on to 
Japan and immediately began to live a la 
Japonajs. 


Ho lived in a native houso, left his fchors 


at his door, slept on a thick quilt, and, 
they say, ato in true Japanese style. In 
his bedroom he had a cheap European 
"vashstand, two Japanese chests of draw- 
ers of wlntewood and black ironwork and 
the usual sliding cupboards, into which 
his bed was put when it was rolled up In 
tho daytime. 


Tho walls of tho room wero of tissue pa- 


per panels, powdered with sihor maplo 
leaves, and a clear glass belt run around 
tho room "at a height Incondueivo to pro- 
priety," as out correspondent of tho day 
remarked. 


The drawing room was glass paneled 


from floor to coiling, and the only thing 
in the whole house that hinted at other 
civilization was an American stove, which 
stood in one of the corners. 


With such surroundings it is not much 


wonder that the impressionable poet found 
himself going through tho ceremony of tea 
drinking with his charming companion of 
the hour, and that ho was content to ac- 
cept tho ceremony as a bona flde marriage 
is tribute to his kinship with genius that 
since tho world began has over flaunted a 
little tho staid law s and regulations that 
ordinary folk find necessary to comfortable 
existence. 


It was in Japan, by the way, that Sir 


Edwin began "Tho Light of tho World," 
and indeed completed it, too, during his 
stay of several years. 
lie says himself that ho was In a tea 


garden one night, surrounded by music, 
flowers, handsome dressing and all the 
delicate luxuries which Japan knows so 
well how to combine, when suddenly ho 
began to write. So absorbed was ho that 
ho was unconscious of his companions un- 
til ono said, "Bo quiet; Dana Snma is 
writing," and then ho found he had put 
on paper tho first lines of his beautiful 
lyric: 


Peaco beginning to bo 
Deep as tho sleep of tho sea, 
When tho stars their radiance glass 
In its blue tranquillity.

The 
management tried several of the women 
who were members of the company, but 
none of ^hezn would consent to blacken 
up, and, in fact, they were very indignant 
over tlie proposition. The actor, however,

of decay. Many know that southwestern 


olorado was, hundreds of years ago, pop- 


ulated by a race of cliff dwellers, and tho 
ruins of their homes on the Bio San Juan, 
nbar-ilaneos, aro annually visited by thou- 
sands of inquisithe tourists. It is-not 
generally known, however, that these peo- 
ple'attained to such a degree of perfection 
in tho art -of preserving the remains of 
;heir dead that even now, centuries after 
they were- placed in tbQ tomb, tho only in- 
dication of tho lapse of timo is in the 
withered and dried up appearance of tho 
skin.

Ettraiigo peOi'j known anrt their records 
preserved the four mummies in tho rooms 
of tho Historical society might prove to 
bo tho remains of a- family equally royal 
and renowned in their own country with 
Burners or Cleopatra in Egypt.

There aro tho father and-mother and two 
children, probably 8 to 5 years of ago. Not 
all tho dead of this rnoo woro thus preserv- 
ed. In an adjoining cavo aro hundreds of 
human bones, representing tho remains 
of those who did riot rank high enough in 
tho cliff dwellers' world to bo thus cure- 
fully protected from tho enticing fingers 
of timo.

made of tho fiber of Iho yucca plant and 
closoly xvoven. In this aro interwoven 
feathers, or, rather, tho llnost down from 
Bomo species of bird. Each feather is care- 
fully woven in an upright position, and so 
closely are they placed that noithur uir 
nor wator can penetrate- tho cloth. To 
mako one of thcso robos with tho crudo 
methods employed, all boing done by hand, 
must have boon a labor of years, and it is 
probable they wern of almost priceless 
value. Tens of thousands of leathers 
would bo required for each robe.

or parallelograms, and on thcso are in- 
icrlptSons chiseled or painted in tho pic- 
>uro language. These appear also upon 
;ho walls of the tomb mentioned, llure is 
an opportunity for tho savants to unravel 
tho secrete of tho dead, and ho who deci- 
phers thcso inscriptions may give to- the 
world as startling and interesting a story 
as was over tmcarthcd by the most ardwit 
archaeologist who has labored In Egpyt. 


Who wero tbeso strange people? The 


question has never been satisfactorily an- 
swered. Some hold that they wero of tho 
Aztec race, others that there was once u 
•crcat Pueblo empire in the southwest, of 
Which they wens'a part, while Still others 
assert that, tho cliff dwellers were n sepa- 
rate and distinct people of whom no pos- 
terity now survives.—Denver P<tat.

'work is performed without nilof any 
'poVer except gravitation. 


The large to-nn of BrooksviHe juct es- 


caped betag an island. Walker's pond 
lies in the southwest corner of the town, 
nothing bnt a horseback a half a mile 
wide parting it from salt water. 
Baga- 


•duce livcr'llows from the eas.t end of the 
'pond, going east, then north and finally 
'sweeping to tho west and southwest, 
wheu it empties into Penobscot bay be- 
tween Castine and BrooksviHe, having 
goiie more than 30 miles to end within 
less than a mile of its source. 
Walker's 


pond, from vthich the company gets its 
ice, is about 300 feet higher than the wa< 
ters of the bay just over the hilL Th* 
icehouses' are on a wharf facing the- 
ocean. The company has an endless chain 
elevator ruuning from the pond over a 
slight hill down to the icehouses, and 
when the ioe is ready to house the heavy 
belt to transport the cakes is put in mo- 
tion by loading its ocean end with stone^ 
until the wheels turn with the added 
•neight, when the chain moves on, bring- 
ing up its loud of ice. 


As the tops of the houses are some 250 


'feot lower than the pond and the ocean 
side of the run is twice as long as th< 
pond side so soon as the endless belt is 
fully loniled with ice on both sides the 
down hill bide has power enough to pull 
all the icp out of the pond \vithout stop- 
ping, and thousands of tons of latent en- 
ergy is left over. 


This surplus force is controlled by two 


men who stand on top of the hill and ap- 
ply powerful brakes until the proper 
speed is secured, after which the machin- 
ery uiiis itself. 


If some ono with a malicious turn of 


wind should bore through the base of the 
hill \\iih nn artesian drill and strike the 
bottom of the pond, the water pressure 
would soon force a large hole through tfie 
gravel, and Walker's pond, which is 
three miles long by a half mile wide, 
would be i\ iped from the map of Maine. 


The historically famous Bagaduce riv- 


er, the outlet of the pond and the divid- 
ing line between BrooksviHe, on the in- 
terior, and Scdgwick, Penobscot and Cas- 
tine. on the outside, would also cease to 
exist. 


Sft long as Walker's pond yields excel- 


lent perch, pickerel and alewives, in addi- 
tion to ice that can be shipped the year 
round, and NO lona; as the Bagaduce fur- 
niblu-s Ions oC smelts and thousands of 
imibLint pelts I-very year this interesting 
but melancholy experiment will not be 
tiled.—Boston Globe.
